5404 as showing an interference fit but fails to clearly point out where this is shown. There is no clear view of the splines and theis tapere 
shape. Furthermore, the prior art relied upon does not indicate that an intereference fit is used. Applicant argues that the action was 
improperly made final because the examiner did not address the contention that the result of reduced noise due to small clearances is 
un xpected. The examiner contends that the low noise from smaller clearances is well known. The phenomena described on page 13 of 
the specification is known as lash or backlash. . 
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
